The proposal for mandatory 


land-use zoning .around all air- 
ports in Wisconsin finds Outa- 
gamie County in relatively good 
position among municipalities 
owning airports in the state. 


Fritz Wolf, Division of -Aero- 


nautics administrator, outlined 
the proposed mandatory plan 
last Thursday to the State 
Council on Aeronautics and said 
it would be presented to the 
legislature this fall. 


Under the proposal, the state 


would step in and enact the 
zoning o r d i n a n c e s if the 
municipal airport owners failed 
to do so within two years, a 
procedure used by the state in 
the shoreland and floodplain 
zoning laws. 


The O u t a g a m i e 
County 


Board's A i r p o r t Committee 
started work on a noise abate- 
ment and zoning ordinance last 


March at the prodding of Air- 
port Mgr. Charles Olson. 


The proposed zoning ordi- 


nance for Outagamie County 
involves more than the three 
miles recommended 
by the 


state, however. 


The zoned area would be cone- 


shaped, extending outward from 
the end of each runway from 
three to seven miles, depending 
on the use of the runway. 


The longest zoned area would 


be seven miles off the south end 
of the northeast-southwest run- 
way which is used as the main 
approach for jet aircraft. 


Since that entire approach is 


in Winnebago County, one meet- 
ing has been held with that 
county's zoning committee to 
exchange information. 


Officials 
agree the county 


could impose its zoning require- 
ments across county lines for 


airport purposes without the 
other county's approval but it is 
doubtful that this would be 
done. 


Olson said the urgency in- 


volved in getting the control 
tower operational at the airport 
resulted in the zoning matter 
teing temporarily pushed into 
the background but that the 
A i r p o r t Committee probably 
would get back to it soon. 


Land use control around the 


airport would help eliminate two 
major problems facing airports 
today. It would lessen potential 
dangers from an accident and 
would also reduce citizen com- 
plaints about aircraft noise. 


Generally, activities involving 


large gatherings of people, such 
as 
churches, hospitals, and 


schools would be prohibited in 
the control zones and residential 
building would be discouraged.

Sprains Should Get 
Immediate Attention

Dear Dr. Thosteson: Is there 


any point in seeing a doctor 
about an ankle sprain that 
occurred tive months ago? It 
doesn't pain badly, just an ache 
and cramps in the leg especially 
when I am in bed at night. — 
Mrs. H.M. 


There are good reasons for 


not waiting that long! But yes, 
there's still something to be 
gained by seeing a doctor now. 


A sprain, which of course can 


vary in degree, may involve a 
torn tendon, or tendon detached 
from the bone. 


These injuries can be just as 


painful as a fracture and can 
take even longer to heal. 


There is also the possibility 


that you may have fractured a 
bone in the ankle along with the 
sprain. An X ray would reveal 
that and perhaps other condi- 
tions in the ankle. Depends on 
just what happened, but it's 
best to find out. 


The leg cramps are probably 


related to muscle tension result- 
ing from "favoring" the injured 
ankle. An elastic ankle support 
might be of considerable help.

The Alliance Program 


The officials of the Milwaukee city 


administration, acting on behalf of the 
larger citie* of Wisconsin represented in 
the new Alliance of Cities, is cir- 
cularizing persons whom it regards as 
opinion makers to assert their influence 
in supporting candidates for state office 
who are willing to pledge support for its 
state tax reform aspirations. 


As is now widely known, the Alliance 


is the spearhead of the campaign in 
support of the revision of the formula 
governing the distribution of state- 
collected taxes to localities, along the 
lines advocated a year ago by the Tarr 
Task Force, or according to a 
reasonably similar formula that would 
recognize and eliminate some of the 
patent inequities in the present system. 


But 
the Milwaukee city 
ad- 


ministration, perhaps the most forceful 
among those demanding some aid from 
Madison, has gradually assumed a more 
realistic stance in this regard. 


While redistribution of the present 


budget of local shares of state levied 
taxes is reasonable and wise and fair, it 
is not the panacea that some of the once- 
over-lightly critics originally appeared 
to claim. It will be mildly helpful to 
many communities, but on the whole it 
won't provide the kind of dramatic, 
perceptible relief of the larger cities' 
fiscal dilemma that is desired. 


Accordingly, the city of Milwaukee 


and presumably the Alliance members 
as a group have amended their original 
objectives. 


They are now seeking support of a 


campaign to persuade candidates for the 
legislature and the governorship that 
they should pledge themselves to im- 
prove the existing homestead relief act 
for the elderly and to provide "ad- 
ditional non-property taxation, with the 
revenue being returned to local com- 
munities." 


That has a reasonable sound. But \ve 


fear that the city spokesmen in making 
such demands must be more explicit. 
Failing that, the typical candidate for 
state office may be inclined to dismiss 
this appeal as merely another pressure 
for a raid upon an already straitened 
state treasury. 


What sources of additional non- 


property tax revenues for distribution to 
localities does the Alliance suggest? 
What kind of tax should be enacted to 
provide more money for property tax 
relief for the elderly? As the campaign 
now stands, it has an evasive ap- 
pearance. These propositions will 
.require heavy new levies. If the mayors 
and aldermen of the anxious cities show 
the pluck to nominate sources of new 
state tax money for their use, they are 
likely to get a more receptive hearing 
from the political candidates to whom 
they are appealing. In short, they must 
be prepared to share some of the 
responsibility with the state officials, for 
it is perfectly obvious that there will be 
powerful resistance to any sizeable 
boosts in the state government tax load. 


First Step Toward County Assessors 


Despite the more pressing need in 


urban counties, it is Oneida County 
which has demonstrated the first formal 
interest in using the new law allowing 
counties to have a countywide system of 
professional assessments for property 
taxes. 


The State Department of Revenue 


soon will outline a staff and budget plan 
for such an office to the Oneida County 
Board. Three other counties have made 
inquiries about 
the 
countywide 


assessment plan since the law became 
effective last March, but Oneida County 
is the only one to ask for a blueprint from 
the state agency. 


The law allows counties to hire an 


assessor 
based 
on 
professional 


qualifications. The office would make 
assessments on full market value to 
replace the existing hodgepodge of local 
assessments based on local assessment 
ratios which leave grave doubts about 
equality among assessments and, in 
particular, about fairness in the ap- 


portionment of growing tax levies for 
county purposes. 


The plan, which received added 


strength from the Tarr task force, was 
watered down before passage in the 
legislature to require a two-thirds 
county board vote before it could be 
used. The explanation was that the 
whole reform would go down the drain 
without this provision and that this was a 
gain for home rule. 


The Department of Revenue has 


prepared a model ordinance for counties 
to use, but the response has hardly been 
overwhelming. 


County boards should have been at 


work on the reform long before now if 
the amendment for implementation 
county by county was offered with 
sincerity rather than as an obstruction. 
The only other course is for a renewed 
effort in the legislature next year to have 
professional county-wide assessments 
come about by state directive. 


The Form and Pollution 


Every day in every way the evidence 


accumulates that the ecological con- 
science of America is stirred and 
troubled by the mounting evidence of 
damage to precious natural resources 
brought about by the practices • of 
mankind. 


In state after state governmental 


programs are being launched under the 
pressure of popular apprehension to 
prevent further despoliation of our 
surface and underground waters, our 
landscape, our wildlife habitat, and the 
air we breathe. 


Some scoffers appear to believe that 


this is a passing phenomenon, that the 
attention span of the American elec- 
torate is short, and that the enthusiasm 
for environmental, protection and the 
stirrings of individual consciences about 
the cheating of posterity won't last. 


Yet we are hopeful. The most op- 


timistic of the evidence is the interest of 
many of our young people in managing 
problems of protecting and using 
irreplaceable resources. Even the most 
cautious of our politicians have learned 
that they cannot flinch at the idea that 
the kind of environmental 
protection 


programs we need will cost public funds 
— derived from taxation — and curtail 
the traditional habits, once understood 
as rights, of individuals and corporate 
enterprise. 


One of the most encouraging of the 


proofs of spreading public awareness 


that environmental responsibility is 
universal comes from the periodical 
published for farmers by the Wisconsin 
Federation of Cooperatives. 


Its dairy division recently held a 


special meeting on the problem of 
handling farm animal wastes in relation 
to the pollution of waterways. 


It faced the problem with realism and 


candor. 


As its bulletin remarks, "answers 


and new systems are needed by dairy 
farmers in the area of animal waste 
disposal." 


The typical dairyman with a regard 


for the efficient operation of his en- 
terprise and a maximum 
economic 


return from his investment and his 
labors has traditionally followed the 
recommended practice by spreading 
such wastes over cropland to maintain 
its supply of plant nutrients. 


But now, with the evidence that some 


of these wastes are draining into lakes 
and 
streams 
"new 
methods for 


disposition will undoubtedly be needed," 
says the Federation. It is reassuring, in 
this state where dairymen must handle 
millions of tons of such wastes, that the 
farm cooperatives have supported the/r 
conviction with their dollars. A sub- 
stantial sum of money has been granted 
by them to the University of Wisconsin 
agricultural college to assist in devising 
and testing new methods and systems 
for their waste disposal.

Meanwhile, our 
own youth are getting married 
earlier and having more 
children than ever before. 


Dr. Brown is finding that 


3.71 persons now constitute the 
average American family. 
About 5 million have a woman 
head with no husband present. 
About 1.2 million are headed 
by a man without a wife. 


For the first time in history 


we have more working wives 
than single girls. Working 
wives now constitute one-fifth 
of our entire labor force. 
"Bachelors and single girls at 
work hardly count compared 
to working wives," says Dr. 
Brown, "and 
surely every 


record will be shattered this 
summer by brides trium- 
phantly on their way to the 
altar."

Peaceful Petition 
Brings Only Ridi

I could sympathize with 


those middle Americans who 
deplore demonstrations, riots 
and violence if I believed they 
were sincere in calling for 
"peaceful petitioning" of the 
government. But are they? 


On a Saturday morning a 


few weeks ago, one of my

on corners of various "nice" 
neighborhoods with petitions

"Cambodian Fund Cut-Off 
Bill," as it is informally 
called. 


They were dressed neatly, 


behaved politely, and told 
passers-by that the petitions, 
when filled with signatures, 
were to be sent to our senators 
and 
congressmen 
in 


Washington. Nobody was 
argued with, and nobody was 
pressed to sign. 


She and her schoolmates 


returned horn* dejected after 
a few hours. "You know," she 
said, "most of the people who 
passed by called us com- 
munists or fascists or other 
dirty names. And a lot of them 
signed the sheets just to mock 
us — with names like Donald 


Duck or Captain Marvel. They 
were annoyed that we were 
just standing there, exercising 
our peaceful rights." 


Here were youngsters doing 


exactly what the leaders of the 
Establishment have been 
asking them to do — working 
within the structure of law and 
government, collecting names 
to send to their represen- 
tatives. This is the "effective" 
means that Tricia Nixon 
advised them to employ not 
long ago. 


But the people who deplore 


violence apparently don't 
want non-violent interest in 
government either. They 
suspect anyone with a petition 
of being "subversive." They 
don't want the boat rocked, or 
waves made — even though 
we are living through one of 
the worst social and political 
storms of the century. 


The youth out on the corners 


should be approved and ap- 
plauded, no matter which 
stand they take, for being 
serious about our national 
predicament, and for their 
willingness to work within the 
system. Instead, the mass of 
Americans seem to favor 
inertia and blind advocacy of 
whatever course our leaders 
care to pursue. This is not 
"patriotism" — it is som- 
nambulism. 


And this is the surest way to 


"turn off" young people today 
— by denigrating, insulting 
and mocking their efforts to be 
better citizens, by their own 
lights. For if they're not en- 
couraged to do it peacefully 0-1 
the corners, how on we object 
to their doing it angrily on tht 
barricades?
